None of the 
tetters has been made public but they 
are all substantially "to the same ef- 
fect and are re-enforced every now 
and then by conversations in which 
Mr. Hoover's allegiance to Mr. Coo- 
lidge is unquestioned. 
But it is suspected here that former 


Senator Calder was given the true 
picture of the situation by the sec- 
retary of commerce with the hopa 
that those groups in New York who 
are constantly looking for politics in 
•whatever action he may be taking, 
will once and for all abondon 
the 


idea that he is seeking to win poli- 
tical favor.

STRENGTH IS CONSIDERED 


Mr. Hoover's strength -with the in- 


dependent voter is conceded but he 
never has really been regarded as 
favorably by Republican leaders as,he 
is today and now a few of them are 
saying that he is a young enough 
man to have a chance in 1932. 


As for 1028, all the men who woulc 


naturally favor Mr. Hoover arc the 
same ones who want Mr. Coolidge. 11 
by any chance Mr. Coolidge did not 
care to become a. candidate, the name 
of Herbert Hoover, alone with that of 
Charles Evans Hughes would prob 
ably be seriously considered by the 
Coolidge wins of the Republican par- 
ty.But everything is proceeding here 
on the assumption that Mr. Coolidge 
is going: to be a receptive candidate 
and that nobody in his own camp a; 
least is going to enter the lif>ts against 
him. If any opposition is to develop 
against the nomination of Mr. Coo 
lidge, it will have to come from the 
friends of Mr. Lowdcn of Mr. Dawcs 
who have not been on the Coolidge 
side at all. 


CAL TO DEFEND RECORD 


The reasoning of the pro-Coolidgc 


men is that if the Republican party 
is to go before the country on the 
lasis of its record, the only man who 
can defend that record is Mr. Coo!idg< 
and that if he is not nominated nobo 
dy else who was connected with his 
administration can be said to have 
any greater opportunity to win on tin 
Coolidge record. 


Meanwhile, there is in the Coolidp 


cabinet a unanimous feeling1 that thi 
president should run again. The cab

Rome —M5)— War against im- 


moral books, plays and pictures 


/ lias been started by the Vatican. 


The pontiff's stand against immor- 
al publications is in line with his 
recent denunciations of immodest 
dress and immoral custom^. 


The Supreme Sacred congrega- 


tion of the Sacred office has sent 
to all bishops of the church defi- 
nite instructions which point out 
that the Holy See is horrified not 
alone by the prcat number of 
bonks dealing with sensual vices, 
but by the dissemination of publi- 
cations which dare to justify mor- 
bid sensuality by false religious 
mysticism, shamelessly invoking 
God and religion. 


The new papal instructions are 


outlined as having: a 'three-fold 
purpose—to denounce the danger, 
especially to youth, of immoral 
books; to invoke the aid of the 
bishops and the diocesan clergy 
in reading and prohibiting books, 
and to impress on Catholics tliut 
the reading of evidently immoral 
books constitutes a mortal sin.

..Word Should Be Included in 


Inscription About Opening 
for Inspection 


A recently issued postal bulletin 


calls particular attention of shippers 
of merchandise or other fourth class 
matter in sealed pargels to the fact 
that the word "postal" in the neces- 
sary inscription: "This parcel may be 
opened for postal inspection At neces 
sary," is vitally important, and may 
not be left out. 
The instructions in 


the bulletin read: 


"Scaled parcels of merchandise and 


other fourth clash matter may be mail- 
ed at the fourth class rate of postage 
provided the parcels arc 
labelled in 


printing to show the nature 
of the 


contents, as, for example, "Contents— 
Merchandise—Fourth Class Mail," or 
"Contents — Merchandise" together 
with the printed name and address of 
the manufacturer, producer or shipper 
and 
the inscription: "Postmaster: 


Tins parcel may be opened for postal 
inspection if necessary." 


"Merchandise, books, seeds and oth- 


er articles, except circulars and mis- 
cellaneous printed matter, which when 
sent in parcels weighing eight ounces 
or less are embraced m mail of the 
third class, may also be sealed and 
mailed at the third class rates of pos- 
tage, provided the parcels arc appro- 
priately labelled as described in the 
above paragraph." 


While a special label containing the 


information as to contents and inspec- 
tion may be used provided it is placed 
close to the pt mted return card of the 
sender, it is preferred that all this in- 
formation, be combined with the ad- 
dress on a single label. All of the in- 
formation must be printed-so that th 
labels will bo uniform and legible, and 
hand stamping, typewriting or writing 
the name of the sender and other in- 
formation docs not meet the require- 
ments for sealed parcels mailed at the 
third or fourth class rates of postage. 


"Although the words "Return Post- 


age Guaranteed" may be omitted from 
the above information when the par- 
cels are sent as ordinary mail, it is de- 
sirablo that they be placed on all par- 
cels in order to expedite their return 
to the senders when iindcliverablc anc 
relieve the latter of the trouble and 
additional expense of remitting post- 
age to postmasters in advance of the 
return of the parcels. 


Patrons of the post office arc cau- 


tioned against placing unauthorized 
inclosures in sealed parcels mailed at 
the third or fourth class rates of post- 
age. Violations in this respect will not 
only lead to withdrawal of the privil- 
ege Of mailing sealed parcels in such 
manner but constitute an offense pun- 
ishable by a maximum fine of $100.

the world to go up," he said. "Xo man 
can bo a citizen until he first is u 
man. It is this sense of responsibility 
which has inado Mr. Sensenbrenner a 
Knight Commander and an outstand- 
ing citizen. 


"Citizens also need courage. 
The 


outstanding man in tho countiy today 
has the courage of his convictions. lie 
is a rare man, but there are a few, 
such as the honor guest of the eve- 
ning. The average man is inclined to 
put his ear to the ground, determine 
what the popular opinion is, and call 
it public opinion. 


"You who know Mr. Sensenbrenner

States navy. He is navy bred and navy 
trained. The navy was his pride and his 
delight. He has the same resentment to- 
ward anyone who would restrict that ser- 
vice and curtail it as a mother would have 
toward anyone whoitricd to hurt her child 
in any way. For years Rear Admiral 
Fiskc has seen the nation through the 
cycs(of the navy and his vision is there- 
fore distorted. 


We believe Rear Admiral Fiskc has a 


narrow view on the whole situation. He 
does not grasp fully Mr. Hughes' point 
of view. \\'c believe that he is mistaken 
when he says we have no real diplomats, 
and. even if we had not, we have only to 
pursue a fair and right course to come out 
somewhere near the top. Even the rapid 
limitation advocates arc not serious in 
their dcs-irc to entirely do away with.the 
navy. We shall always need some sort of 
a navy, but a much less expensive one 
than we have at present. Admiral Fiskc 
should not be taken too seriously on the 
question of disarmament. 


U. S. DIPLOMACY IN CHINA 


The influence of American diplomacy 


is reflected in the decision of the British 
government, announced by Foreign Sec- 
retary Sir Austen Chamberlain, not to 
send further notes to China, nor to apply 
sanctions for the Xanking outrages. 
Shortly after receipt of the unsatisfactory 
reply of the Hankow government to the 
joint note of the powers demanding satis- 
faction for the Xanking affair, coupled 
with pledges of future protection to for- 
eigners, the United States declined to 
press the matter. It was intimated that 
Great Britain would act single-handed or 
in conjunction with France, and might 
even demand a restoration'of the Han- 
kow concessions. Sir Austen finds a jus- 
tification in the course announced in the 
fact that the nationalist government has 
lost control of Xanking. and it is there- 
fore not in its power to make restriction 
for the outrages at that;point. 


The truth probably is that" Great Brit- 


ain does not wish to use force in China in 
the absence of cooperation and support by 
the United States. Had this country been 
willing to go the limit in holding the na- 
tionalists responsible for outrages against 
foreigners, there is little doubt that a for- 
midable demonstration 
against- China 


•would have been staged. The impropriety 
of such action rests on two facts. First, it 
is contrary to the Far eastern policy of 
the United States and second, satisfac- 
tion for the destruction of life and prop- 
erty of foreigners cannot be obtained un- 
til a responsible government emerges out 
of the chaos now existing in China. So 
far as the interests of the United States 
are affected, they are confined solely to 
the protection of life and property, and 
there is every reason to believe that any 
stable government set up in China will 
willingly make amends for 
offenses 


against our nationals. 


The case is different with Great Brit- 


ain, which,has concessions and territor- 
ial interests to either uphold or abandon. 
American interests in China can best be 
served through diplomacy and forbear- 
ance. 
The policy of watchful waiting 


should be equally Serviceable to Great 
Britain. The fact stands out that this 
government will have nothing to do with 
anything that smacks of further exploita- 
tion of China, and if a unified Chinese 
government is finally set up, it will mark 
the end of exploitation by European pow- 
ers.

About Time to Declare War 


SHOULI> A CHILD -HAVE MKASLKS 


In u t>rci>s copy of a. radio hoalUi talk fiom Hie 


Now York state health department .the depart- 
ment's expert cyrils as follows: "Jf you have an 
older child \\honi you think may have been ex- 
posed to meoslej^or one with any .signs of a cold, 
send him to theHiomc of a friend or relative who 
has no young children for a few days until It can 
be determined whether he "has the measles." The 
purpose, of this, maneuver is. of course, to protect 
your younger child or children from exposure to the 


cas-e. measles being most fatal among children 


less than 3 years of age. Whom prepares these ra- 
dio health talks for the New York health depart- 
ment \\c do not know but we'd like to -\\agcr it 
isn't anybody connected with 'the state education 
department. 
\ 


In 101S nearly forty-nine thousand cases of meas- 


les occurred in the United States army, with SSS 
fatalities. In nearly all these cases the young1 men 
were from country districts, and it is fair to pre- 
sume that most of these country boys had never 
been exposed to measles in childhood, had never had 
the measles and therefore were without the natural 
immunity conferred by one attack. But is it fail- 
to presume that it would have been better had these 
joys 
been 
deliberately exposed to measles v.hen 


they were young children to that they might "have 
it over with-while they were young?" Not at all. 
Kemember. most of the deaths resulting: from meas- 
les in the civil population are among children under 
3 years of ace. Is it fair to subject a child to even 
a small risk of death' for the sake of rendering him 
immune against measles? 


The New York state department of hcalth.-besidcs 


iiaving quaint idioms, sponsors some strange .health 
teaching .In'fhis same nrcs-fcopy of the radio 
talk about measles we find the startling advice: 
'Protect-a child from measles until his-fifth birth- 
day and then let nature take its course." In a sorry 
attempt 
to JusK'y this strange advice the state 


icalth department goes on to say that if the child 
does contract measles under this hideous policy his 
chances for recovers' are 12 times better than the 
chance of .recovery would be in eailier childhood. 


This is about the wildest, rawest bit of "health 


advice" I have yet seen published even by the Xew 
York state health authorities. 


If it is right and fair and humane to protect a 


:hild against measles UD to the child's fifth birth- 
ay it is just as humane to adhere to that safe and 
-ace policy indefinitely and never for an instant to 
row negligent or careless or indifferent nor "let 


nature take its course." I wonder if the gentlemen 
vho issued this extraordinaly advice had not run 
jut of cigarets. 


If a child is vulnerable to measles, and so vulner- 
ble that the disease causes doath m a small pro- 
lOrtion of cases in children UIMIT •" jeais of age. 
lave we any ground to a.^sume that the child ac- 
quires sufficient immunity after the asre of 5 years 
o protect him from possible 
fatal consequences 


hould he contract the disease then? The SSS fatali- 
ies among the 3S.900 soldiers in 191S would seem 
o be sufficient evidence to satisfy even the New 
York state department of health thnt measles Is an 
unwarranted risk to wish unon any child or youth 
n any circumstances.

FORCED INTO AUTHORSHIP 
Tho very young person worshiping 


at the shrine of, authorship often as- 
sumes that tho srcat writers inva.:- 
afoly looked upon writing as the hap- 
):eit and 'most desirable 
of all pur- 


suits, that they would not willingly 
have invested their lives in any other 
way. 
' 


The recent death of former Sena- 


tor Albert J. Beveridge recalls the 
fact that this is not by any. means 
always the case, that in a fairly large 
number of cases great books have 
been, the fruit'of the 'accidents of life, 
not the reasoned result of a careful- 
ly laid life l>lan. Beveridge wrote 
a great book, "The Lite of John 
Marshall,'-' because, he was shut off 
»• the, accidents of politics from serv- 
ing 33 a -United States senator or 
president. The latter was very ob- 
viosly his goal. He was almost forced 
into authorship and perhaps 
many 


will feel that life compelled him to 
choose the better part and coerced 
him into rendering a greater service 
to his generation than he" could have 
given even in the presidency. 


But he was not .the only one who 


was compelled to be a writer, almost 
against his wills.\Joseph Conrad, per- 
haps the greatest single force in the 
English fiction, of our time, would not 
have been a writer if. rheumatism had 
not disabled him for seamanship. 
Again and again he testified to the 
fact that he did not find writing a 
very pleasant occupation. He wanted 
to live books instead of writing them 
but he was compelled to do the lat- 
ter.The some thing was true in some de- 
gree of Stevenscn. Tuberculosis forc- 
ed him to write, although it was al- 
ho tuberculosis that cut 
short 
his 


career as a writer in midcourse. Stev- 
ensen always retained a boyish pas- 
sion, for engaging- in wild adventures, 
treasure hunts, buccaneering 
jour- 


neys. Ho wanted to be a man of ac- 
tion; instead he was forced to be a 
writer of action stories. He was forc- 
ed into authorship. 


Thackeray wanted to be a painter. 


He had as a young fellow not the 
slightest desire to write. If certain 
business in vestments of his fanv.ly 
had not gone wrong, it is extremely 
likely that the world would never 
have" heard of Thackeray. He would 
very probably have been a minor 
painter. But he was forced to make 
a livin? and reluctantly lie turned to 
authorship. This reluctance did nol 
prcvont 
him 
from 
becoming the 


greatest novelist of his time. 


The same thing was true of Wil- 


liam Do Morgan. He wanted to be an 
artist and he wanted to. be three or 
four other things successively before 
poverty compelled him to turn to the 
pen. He even won considerable dis- 
tinction in more than one of the fine 
arts. It was not until he had |>ass<y

the outstanding guide posts on the 
boundary line between east and west, 
the Orient and tho Occident. This is 
particularly true on the Indian Road 
or Trail. 
The westerner, European 


or American likes things fixed, solid 
and a definite goal. His road must 
liavo ditches and holes for drainage 
with a terminus. The Indian cares 
little for this as long as his trail 
charmed with the indefinite Isle of 
Somewhere. This is all wrapped up 
with hia mystical religion and philoso 
phy that verges into pantheism that 
indefiniteness that lacks unity and a 
comprehensive whole. 
This is one 


reason why the Indian docs not like 
British rule; it is too mechanical; the 
Indians 
way of thinking 
is more 


chemical. 
This is the outstanding 


tcason why the Indian docs not like 
our forms of religion. Our sectarian 
ism is "right and tisht.;' It it, doc- 
Icinally correct. It formulates creeds 
that are precise in wording and in 
t>ists upon 
their acceptance. 
The 


Ca.uc3s.ian pigeon-holes God and flndi. 
him in. an Altar, in a sacrament, in a 
lock-bottom road, in a button am 
surrounded with a hole that is well 
defined Mid worked. His God is de 
fined surrounded with the''statute of 
limitations, one who is easily offend 
cd. The westerner is a real funda- 
mentalist with a religion that makes 
him uneasy like a red cloth makes a 
bull excited and he feels a sense 01 
relief when ho gets out and awa> 
from his religious, duties to be himself 
again. 


The Indian is the very opposite. Ho 


hates definitions and insists you can 
not know God when you define him 
and relegate him to special' hours to 
ceremonies all of which are a mere 
cloak of respectability. 
The»-Indian 


religion is as natural as his breath to 
him. On our twenty thousand mile 


t 
journey we found the Indians the 
most naturally religious souls any- 


( 
where on the world jonrney. 
Thej. 


have a, mystical, spiritual element in 
their lives which If not recognized at 


' once and dealt with gently utterlj 


disconcerts the hard and fast Puritan 
•of America and baffles him beyond 
description. 


The reader must pardon this intro 


ductlon for to me it is the only kej 
that unlocks some of the things you 
see in India. 
Otherwise- they are 


utterly unintelligible. 


Let us begin with the tail end of 


things, the idea of death. Here in 
India there are no vast 
cemeteries 


save thoso of 
Mohammedas and 


Christians. The Hindu cremates. He 
dwells on incarnations; the spirit is 
the great thing as it goes from lower 
to higher forms. The body is inciden- 
tal though it should never be hurt or 
killed. This Is somewhat the cause 
of the fearful economic bondage which 
we want to elaborate on in another 
letter which enthralls the whole of 
India. Our philosophy of this side we 
feel is far better for -we know how to 
conquer material things. 


The Indian feels this life does not 


amount to much; with him "other- 
worldliness" counts. In cremation you 
show your attitude toward it. We 
were at Benares on a Sunday morn- 
ing. Here you have the'sacred spot 
of spots in India for all devout Hin- 
dus. To come hero once in a life time 
is to gain great merit. To die h<*re is 
the greatest privilege in the universe. 
Benares is,over five hundreds miles 
from Calcutta. Tou can ride inter- 
mediate class for five dollars to this 
sacred precinct. The city is the most 
backward of alt the larger towns in 
India. It still retains the old kero- 
sene lamps even though it has 200,000 
population and more. There are no 
large stores or Eu-Rasian business 
shop?. 


Here on the banks of tho Gangr 


are located temples and palaces many 
of which have been undermined by 
the high water and have toppled down 
and the place in part represents a sor- 
ry sight for the worshippers and own- 
ers have been loathe to have these 
places desecrated by infidel builders 
who though they knew the laws that 
govern erection of buildings have to 
a largo degree been 'tabooed from do- 
ing much. 


We saw fifteen thousand 
bathers 


lined up for nearly a mile bathing in 
the river, praying at the various tern 
pics to all sorts of gods from the mon 
fcey tcmplo to the elephant temple, 
from th* temple where phyallic wdr- 
ship is indulged in to the serpent tem- 
ple. Everywhere the fakir was selling 
food for the gods, wreaths of flowers, 
cheap jewelry, food for personal con- 
sumption. There were hundreds of 
bsggars. Tho ceremonies varied ac- 
cording to thc'mcnt nought. The as- 
cetics -were there who had given up 
their families many of them with ten 
children and had renounced home and 
all its responsibilities. Hero the girls 
•were praying 
from seven to eleven 


o'clock in ordor that they might get 
a free breakfast to satisfy their grow- 
ing hunger. 


On a high platform of stone about 


Sfteen by fifteen feet men were build- 
ing: up a pile of wood three feet high. 
They were doing it on the lines the 
Boy Scouts build up a fire in the 
forest primeval. Near it 'was a dead 
body wrapped in red clolh. tied on a 
plank with chord*. It had jast been

In this ceremony the spirit is every. 


thing and the body is nothing and 
passes on with the river to tho in- 
tinito from whence it came. To the 
Indian death is not a tragedy but an 
economy, a liberation for a higher 
sphere ana there Is no spot as a 
grave-yard to indulge in the luxury of 
sorrow. Death may satisfy the five 
senses nnd show that it is all over 
with but death is an Impostor of the 
forc-nubhing kind and tho Hindu de- 
fies him and destroys every vestagc 
of him. The westerner wants the 
body in a grave, a hole, a button hole 
where the visible can be deposited 
The Hindu is probably 
nearer the 


truth. 


Again the garments of the Hindus 


have no buttons. The lower part of 
a man's garment is a strip of cloth a 
yard wide and from three to five 
yards long. 
This is wrapped about 


his body and 
the bide, the 


rojlcd 
front 


or tucked in at 
is pleated in a 


dozen or more pleats and tucked in- 
side to hold it in place and the corner 
under the pleating is drawn between 
the legs and rolled into the cloth 
the back to form a trouser effect. It 
makes a beautiful flowing garment in 
the. front, but as the man walks the 
legs in the rear are visible, which ap- 
rarently does not matter. The upper 
part is a loose shawl like drape or 
then a shirt similar to the European 
but much longer and worn on the 
outside, flowing and much better look- 
ing than our shirts that are constant 
ly crawling up to be liberated. But 
tons are uncomfortable, they come 
off, Uhey tear, they are absurd; in- 
elegant, they are not artistic, thej 
spoil the lines of beauty, they are 
western and not oriental. 


In the matter of posture the Indian 


d-ffcrs from us. He hates the chair 
it is awkward and inelegant, an em- 
blem of pride. The European back 
to the chair is very impious and a 
sign of weakness and the American 
rocker known no where else, is the 
limit; it is the emblem of instability 
the rocking motion of frenzied hurry 
that gets a soul no where in its spirit 
ual realm. The Hindu squats, in fact 
all over the Far East the squatter 
prevails. He gets down on his knees 
and sits on his haunches. 
In Japan 


we sat on rugs so in China, but espe 
cially in India, The floor is the table 
the bed and the meeting place o 
equals even 
sovereigns. 
It savors 


with practicability as well as humili 
ty. In the chair you are riveted to 
one spot, you are button-holed and i 
do°s not give you grace of movement 


In the bazaars "the merchants al 


squat and do their' praying in the 
same posture. Foreigners are provid 
ed with little benches about a fool 
high and in the up to date places 
chairs are in evidence. In the mat- 
ter of price there is no rock botton 
button-holed price in .the average ba- 
zaar or shop. Xow and then a store 
will have the sign: "Only ONE price.' 
Here you. learn to bargain: it is one 
of the srcat exciting things of th< 
Far East, the game of conquest over 
the subtle forces that play into th' 
bargaining sport and the Indian loves 
it ana he thinks less of you if you 
are a fast rigid buyer with no flex 
ibility; it shows you are abutton-hole< 
materialist that knows nothing of the 
luxury of getting the better of anoth- 
er in the game of shufflying materia 
things and money. To the Indian this 
too is spiritual even more than eco- 
nomic. It probably is both. 


The outstanding Christian leader In 


India today is Dr. Stanley Jones and 
ho may some day rank as one of the 
greatest interpreters of the Indian 
life from the American point! of view. 
He knows our button-holed -frays, our 
inflexible attitudes toward others who 
do not see our view point and some 
of our frigid technique that stifles 
inner freedom religiously. Dr. Jones 
is especially 
commissioned of 
the 


Methodist conference in India as a 
sort of a free lance to work among 
the intellectuals because he has spe- 
cially fitted himself spiritually with 
a 
profound sympathy for Indian 


thought and ways of living. 


We had a chance to hear Dr. Jones 


twice in Cawnporc. We'have been fol- 
lowing the-Methodist trail and it is one 
of the outstanding religious highways 
in India. Tho ZUethodist way of ap- 
proach has probably won more con- 
verts than any other denominational 
enterprise because from the day of 
Bishop Thoburn to this very hour the 
Methodists have not spent much timo 
in controversial or even doctrinal mat- 
ters but hax-e brought reality home to 
the Indians. We saw the old pulpit in 
Calcutta from whence the Venerable 
bishop proclaimed the real spirituality 
and we saw the altar railing over 
which went v.avc after wave of spir- 
itual power. 


Mr. .Tones granted me an interview 


for half an hour. We were intcr«»st«J 
in him because of his book "The Christ 
of the Indian R6ad." It is tha out- 
Mandmp hook in 25 years on India 
from the Christian point of view that 
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has emanated from thb deeply relig- 
ious land. Mr. Jones feels wo have 
tried the dogmatic way. Tho crowds 
liat came to to hear Mr. Jones ul 
Cawnporo Included scorcb ot Moham- 
medans with Hindus of every dcscrlp- 
Ion. Mr. Jones docs not dwell on the 
sordid side of India, Its child,-wid 
he horrible degradation due to super- 
>tltion and fear, the excruciating econ- 
omic conditions. He feels that the in- 
tellectual leaders need to bo brought 
under tho power of the Christian ethic 
and this revolutionary ethic will Jo 
more for India than anything else. The 
common people will ncvrc remake In- 
dia. 


It is interesting: to note how for ex- 


ample Dr. Jones approaches the spir- 
itual leadership'of Jesus. One night l<c 
di&cusscd the Personality of Jc.sus and 
the last night the Incvitablcness ot the 
cross and in both instances he, ap- 
proached the problem entirely 
from 


the iidc of human relationships pain- 
fully avoiding any scriptural rcfcrcni-a 
any dogmatic assertion but leading 
that thoughtful audience from human 
instincts and universal aspiration up 
into the personality of Christ. 


He has after meetings. He gathers 


the men who want to know more~at 
the round table. There is no cut and 
dried program, there is no mere but- 
ton-holing of any 
opinions, philoso- 


phies or creed but at this round table 
the men articulate their religious ex- 
perience, they pool their information 
and compare and 
verify 
and 
Mr. 


Jones is exceedingly gratified with the 
fact that everywhere the- moral leader- 
ship of Jesus is recognized jea prac- 
tically comes out on top not dogmat- 
ically, providentially, scnptxirally. phil- 
osophically or even logically but ex- 
perimentally. Mr. Jones feels pro- 
foundly that the finality of Jesus is 
the only grip we have on this whole 
land that the absoluteness of Christ 
standing the- test of all men is that 
which will give supremacy to His pow- 
er. Secretarianism he feels is that 
which will give supremacy 
to His 


power. Sectarianism he feels will have 
to become less and less in India and 
any one not spiritually Inchned who 


glories In mere technique 
In men- 


creed*, in mere church mechanics. ha« 
no place amonc the thinking people- of 
India. They taboo all churches that 
specialize on 
button-hole 
religion. 


They dislike Britain whcreycr she en- 
forces outward regulations but there 
Is a deep current of gratitude on the 
part of many Indians for British rulo 
which on tho whole has followed the 
spiritual bent of the Indians and has 
Riven them moic and more latitude ax 
tho days have gone by.

with highway 114 south of Hilbert, 
thence eastward on 114 to Potter, 
northeastward and north through the 
village of Brillion. and then to the 
Brown-co line. The petition sets forth 
that this course would be a decided

Soon aft or the organiza- 
tion v/as started .the Governor permit- 
ted the Council to use his reception 
room and in that chamber the wo- 
men have met.tor ten years even- 
Monday afternoon during the legisla- 
tive session. 


The bulletins for legislative hear- 


ings for the ensuing week arc issued 
by the legislature every Friday and 
every Saturday a member of the Leg- 
islative Council goes over the bulletins 
of hearings checks those that deal 
with women's interests, secures and 
reads copies of all the bjlls and at 
the Monday afternoon meeting of the 
Council, reports upon the content of 
the bills.' 


It was not long" before certain leg- 


islators began coming- to the Council 
women to ask for help on bills that
